1. Oo 25 May, Constantin yisolanu^ formar Kuioanlan Forelgn Mini- 
ster, lunohed wlth the Rumanlan Hoyal Family and theraafter eoD- 
ferrad wlth Klng Mlhal for three hovirs, Hlhal expressad a most 
vmfavorabla opinlon of Genaral Nlcolae Hadescu, Presldant of tha 
Rixmanlan National Commlttaa» It Is tha opinlon of the Ring that 
General Radasouls lattars and the Intrlgues of hla frlends in 
Paris have succeeded not only In destroylng âll his prestlge 
but all confldanoe In hlm. Klng Mlhal informed Vlaolanu that 
durlng his conversatlons wlth General Radescu In autumn 1949, 

In vlew of tha evident confuslon In the General *s mlnd and In 
view of Radescu’ s mlsuse of the Rlng’s name when he formed the 
’^Demooratlc Union of Free Rmanlana,” he (Mlhal). had three tlmes 
gone over wlth Radescu all the declslons that had baen arrlved 
at In thair conversatlons, only to sae that latar General Radescu 
gave his own, totally dlffarent varslon of thasa conferences* 

2 ^ Mlhal la oonvincad that all of the dlfficultles of the 
Rumanlan National Gommittee are the fault of General Radescu and 
that his Incapaclty and lack of good falth will pravent the 
National Comznlttae from functlonlng* Klng Mlhal is not Incllned 
to be lenlant wlth Radescu and deslres a "radical solutlon" of 
the problem» When Vlsolflnu expressad the opinlon that Radescu 
should be granted slck leave or ba appointed Honorary Prealdant 
of the National Commlttee the Ring remarked that thesa proposala 
were not Solutions and the nefarlous actlvltles of Radescu would 
continue» Mlhal bellevas that Radescu would undartake some actlon 
in the event of his dlsmlssal, but the Klng does not fear any auoh 
actlon and bellaves that none of the members of the National 
Commlttee would follow Radescu» He fin^ther bellevas that If soma

loembeps of the Conmlttee dld reslgn, the Conmittee oould fvmotlon 
wlth se van or even slx members; the vacancles would be flllad at 
a later date. 

3. In vlev of the conversatlons that he had had In Washington 
prior to his departure Visoianu maintained that It was preferable 
to appoint Radescu Honorary President. A more radical aolution^ 
he deolared^ should be co nai dare d only in t he event that Hades ou 
refused to accept this fonoula. • • 

5. Visoianu advised the Klng to walt for some tlme longer before ! 

making a deoision relative to General Radescu. The King ln« 
sisted that Visoianu accept the presldenoy of the National , 

Conunlttesj and when Visoianu expressed hls reluctance to take 
the post reproached hlm for laziness. • . 

9. On 26 May, Visoianu had tea wlth the Hoyal Family and 
thereafter had a two hour conversa tlon wlth Mlhal. The Klng 
agaln Inslsted on a **radlcal solutlon" slnoe he Is convlnced that 
General Radescu will continue to sabotage the Runanlan National 
Commlttee. Visoianu advised the Klng that, although thls would 
appear to be the loglcal and practicai solutlon, It would be i, 

better to appoint Radescu as Honorary President so as to glve a 1 

new proof of Royal lenlency and to follow ‘the line of the con- 1 

versatlona In Washington. Visoianu does not wlsh to glve the [ 

impresslon that he vlslted the King in Florence to solicit appoint- ; l 
ment as President of the Rumanlan National Commlttee. j f
